The Wi<e county exemption board 
has been in session tilis week p re p a r­ 
ing to send out the notices for tile a p ­ 
pearance of those who have register­ 
ed before the board for examination. 
I he board expects to send out the no­ 
tices in time for lite first one-third of 
those drafted to report M onday, Aug. 
6. 
The law expressly states that all 
drafted men must report for physi­ 
cal examination on dates called for. 
A failure to do so will mean the im- 
mediatiate drafting of that person in­ 
to the service. 
Those appearing for physical ex­ 
amination will be stripped and given 
a through examination by tile exam­ 
ining physician in the presence of one 
or more of the other members of the 
board. 
The rules governing the phy­ 
sical examination sent to the board 
are such that is beleived that a very 
small per cent will be exempt on phy­ 
sical condition. 
If the examining 
physician should exempt a m a nonhis 
physical 
condition, another physi­ 
cian must examine the exempted man 
without regard to the examination al­ 
ready Undergone; 
and if the second 
physician decides the man is disqual­ 
ified. this man will be drafted for ser­ 
vice. 
Should both physicians ex­ 
empt the man, tile other two members 
of tile board have tile power to set a- 
side the opinion of the two physicians 
arid draft the man for service. 
The physical examination will in­ 
clude the observance of the general 
condition of tile skin, scalp and the 
I cranium, ears, eves nose, mouth, face, 
neck and chest; also weight, height 
and 
chest measurements; attention 
being also given to mobility, and 
general condition and usefulness of 
both upper and lower limbs. 
The law 
is so plain that tile local board will 
be a board of acceptance rather than 
one of exemption. 
Every point is 
thoroughly covered in the instruct­ 
ions, leaving no chance for the board 
to show favoritism. 
Any false state­ 
ment given, or any one assisting in a 
false statement in any way before the 
board, is subject to imprisonment for 
one year. 
Conspiracy to defraud the 
United States iD any manner 
means 
$10,000 fine and 2 years imprisonment. 
The person who testifies or certifies 
before the board to any material mat­ 
ter which he does not beleive to be 
true, is guilty of pergury, and shall 
be fined not more than $2000 and im­ 
prisoned not more than f> years.

acting for the government, are to in­ 
vestigate each case in the interest of 
the nation and never in the interests 
of an individual. 
There is not an ex­ 
emption or discharge in the law or 
regulations that is put there for the 
benefit of any itadividual. 
All are 
there for the benefit of the nation and 
to the end that the whole nation may­ 
be a team in which each man shall 
play the part for which he is best 
fitted. 
“ Therefore no one has a vested 
right, by himself or by attorney to 
urge, by argument or pleading, his 
individual 
case upon you. 
You 
should rigidly exclude this. 
Ordi­ 
narily you should act on the affida­ 
vits. 
lf you desire more informa­ 
tion you may proceed to get it. 
lf 
you doubt the affidavits you may in­ 
terrogate other persons. 
Jf you de­ 
sire more proof you may get it. 
But 
no claimant has a right to submit 
oilier proof than that called for by 
registrations or than that you may 
call for. 
“ There should be no rules 
like 
those of court procedure, no technical 
rules of evidence. 
You should pro­ 
ceed to investigate cases about which 
you are not satisfied exactly as you, 
an individual, would proceed to in­ 
form yourself about any fact about 
which you are in doubt. 
“ Last of all. it is important to say 
a word about your own 
sacrifice. 
The place to which you have been 
called is one which no man would 
seek save in the performance of one of 
the highest patriotic duties. 
There is not in any real sense any 
remuneration. 
Because 
thousands 
of 
citizens urged that members of 
local boards should be not placed in a 
position of performing their 
grave' 
duties for pay. the regulations pro­ 
vide that ordinarily t h service 'hall j 
be uncompensated. 
Because it w-as 
not desire that any man be prevented 
from rendering the service by the ne­ 
cessity for earning his daily bread, a 
small remuneration was provided. 
“ The nation needs men and needs 
them quickly. 
The hours will then 
De long and the work absorbing. The 
duty is always to take and never to 
give, and human nature is such there 
will be little praise and some blame. 
The sacrifice of many of those whose 
case.> are to be decided is no greater 
than that of the men to decide them: 
and your only reward must the know­ 
ledge Hint at great personal sacrifice 
you are rendering your country an 
indispensable service in a matter of 
the utmost moment.

Legally, it is the duty of the railroads to furnish you with 
reasonably adequate and expeditious transportation service. 


You are required to pay, in the way of freight and passenger 
rates and fares, enough to pay all the necessary expenses of 
operating and maintaining the railroads and in addition thereto 
enough to yield to the owners a reasonably fair return upon the 
value of the property devoted to your use and benefit. 


The amount you are required to pay is controlled by your 
public officials, acting under oath, and appointed by your 
President or elected by you. 
The amount that these public 
officials require you to pay is determined mainly by what it 
costs to operate the railroads. 
As you will see further on, 
neither the Interstate Commerce Commission or the Texas 
Railroad Commission have authorized the charging of more 
than is necessary. 


The records of the railroads are kept in accordance with the 
rules aud regulations prescribed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
Those rules require the operating expenses of 
the railroads to be kept separate from all other expenses. 


Each month there is given out from Austin for publication a 
statement of the gross revenues of the railroads and their oper­ 
ating expenses. 
These statements are correct as for as they 


go, but they do not tell all the truth, for the reason that they 
do not show the other expenses of the railroads, such as taxes 
etc. 
These other expenses, taxes, hire and rent of equipment', 
rents of joint facilities, rents accrued for lease of roads and 
miscellaneous rents will, for the year ending June 30, 1917, 
amount to about seventeen million five hundred thousand 
dollars. 
Taxes alone will amount to over five million dollars- 
These expenses are just as legitimate and necessary as the e x ­ 
pense of running the trains. 


When these other necessary expenses are deducted, it wiil 
be seen that the railroads of Texas have earned during the year 
ending June 30, not over 6 per cent upon the value of their 
properties that are used exclusively for transportation purposes 
for your benefit. 


For the eight preceding years the railroads of Texas have 
been operated at a net loss of over twenty million dollars. 


While other legitimate business is paying dividends of from 
ten to fifty per cent per annum, surely no just man will object 
to the railroads occasionally earning such a small return on the 
value of their property. 
Surely they ought to be permitted to 
earn 6 per cent once in nine years without being complainted 
at, or abused. 


Out of the aforesaid return, the railroads must pay the inter­ 
est on their bonds and other indebtedness and make better­ 
ments, etc. 


Unfortunately, the inability of the railroads to earn any­ 
thing like adequate returns makes railroad investments very 


unattractive and accounts for the almost complete cessation of 
railroad construction. 


More and better railroads are needed, but until the business 
and earnings of the railroads improve so as to favorably com­ 
pare with other business, men with money will not invest in 
railroads, there being so many other avenues of investment 
where the returns are much larger and much more certain. 
Whenever the operation of railroads becomes reasonably profi­ 
table, money will be readily obtainable for building additional 
lines. 


An analysis and understanding of the conditions of the rail­ 
roads, physical and financial, will convince any fair-minded 
man that they cannot stand a reduction in either their freight 
or passenger rates, 
and give to the people anything like 
adequate service. 
If passenger rates were reduced, freight 
rates would necessary have to be increased. 
Everyone who 
buys anything, shipped by rail, has to contribute to pay freight 
rates. 
Only those who travel extensively would want passen­ 
ger rates reduced and freight rates increased. 
These few are 
more able to pay the present reasonable passenger fares, than 
the masses ot the people to pay greater freight rates. 


To you who pay the expenses and are entitled to knew the 
facts, this simple statement of the condition of these public 
service tit i ti ties is submitted and we most respectfully and 
earnestly ask your fair and intelligent consideration.

The Wise county exemption board 
ha> been in session this week prepar­ 
ing* to send out the notices for the ap­ 
pearance of those who have register 
ed before the board for examination. 
The board expects to send out the no­ 
tices in time for the first one-third of 
| those drafted to report Monday, Aug. 
ib. The law expressly states that all 


j drafted men must report for physi­ 
c a l examination on dates called for. 
A failure to do so will mean the ira- 
roediatiate drafting of that person in­ 
to the service. 
Those appearing for physical ex­ 
amination will he stripped and given 
a through examination by the exam­ 
ining physician in the presence of one 
or more of the other members of the 
board. The rules governing the phy­ 
sical examination sent to the board 
are such that is beleived that a very 
small per cent will be exempt on phy­ 
sical condition. 
If the examining 
physician should exempt a manonhis 
physical 
condition, another physi­ 
cian must examine tile exempted man 
without regard to the examination al­ 
ready undergone; and if the second 
! physician decides the man is disqual- 
| itied. this man will he drafted for ser­ 
vice. 
Should both physicians ex-i 
empt the man, the other two members 
of the board have the power to set a- 
side the opinion of the two physicians 
and draft the man for service. 
The physical examination will in­ 
clude the observance of the general 
condition of the skin, scalp and the 
cranium, ears, ej es nose, mouth, face, 
neck and chest; also weight, height 
and 
chest measurements; attention 
being also given to mobility, and 
general condition and usefulness of 
both upper and lower limbs. The law 
is so plain that the local board will 
be a board of acceptance rather than 
one of exemption. 
Every point is 
thoroughly covered in the instruct­ 
ions, leaving no chance for the board 
to show favoritism. 
Any false state­ 
ment given, or any one assisting in a 
false statement in any way before the 
board, is subject to imprisonment for 
one year.

$10,000 tine and 2 years imprisonment.

T a x e s alone will am ou n t to over five million dollars- 


These expenses are just as legitimate and necessary as the e x ­ 


pense of ru n n in g the trains. 


When these other necessary expenses are deducted, 
it wiil 


be seen that the railroads of T e x a s have earned during the year 


ending Ju n e 30, not over 6 per cent upon the value of their 


properties th a t are used e xclu sively for transportation purposes 


for your benefit. 


F o r the eight preceding y e a r s the railroads of T e x a s have 


been operated at a net loss of over twenty million dollars. 


W hile other legitimate business is paying dividends of from 


ten to fifty per cent per a n n u m , surely no just man will object 


to the railroads occasionally earning such a small return on the 


value of their prop erty. 
Surely they ought to be permitted to 


earn 6 per cent once iii nine years without being c o m p l a i n e d 


at, or abused. 


Out of the aforesaid return, the railroads must pay the in te r­ 


est on their bonds and oth er indebtedness and make b e tte r­ 


ments. etc. 


Unfortunately, the inability of the railroads to earn a n y ­ 


thing like adequate returns m akes railroad investments very 


unattractive aud accounts for the almost complete cessation or 


railroad construction- 


More and better railroads are needed, but until the business 


and earnings of the railroads improve so as to favorably c o m ­ 


pare with other business, men with money will not invest in 


railroads, th ere being so m any other avenues of investment 


where the retu rn s are m uch larger and m uch more certain. 


W h en ever the operation of railroads becomes reasonably profi­ 


table, money will be readily obtainable for building additional 


lines. 


An analysis and understanding of tile conditions of the rail­ 


roads, 
physical and financial, will convince any fair-minded 


man that they cannot stand a reduction in either their freight 


or 
passenger rates, 
and give to the people an yth in g 
like 


adequate service. 
If passenger rates were reduced, freight 


rates would necessarly have to be increased. 
Kveryone who 


buys an yth in g, shipped by rail, lias to contribute to pay freight 


rates. 
Only those who travel extensively would want passen­ 


ger rates reduced and freight rates increased. 
These few are 


more able to pay the present reasonable passenger fares, than 


the masses of the people to pay g reater freight rates.
